Armoured Barracks 

1. The Hungarian Armoured Barracks are situated on the north side 
of the road leading to MARKASZ, i.e., N.E. of ABASAR. The barracks 
occupy an area of approximately 150 x 200 metres and are surrounded by 
a barbed wire fence* The entrance is from the MARKASZ road and is 
guarded by a sentry (black collar patches with red border)* In the 
barrack area’ there are two 4-storey buildings (each 60 x 10 m.) and one 
parking place (100 x 5 m.) on which there were 10-15 A.F.V.s covered with 
tarpaulins* Outside the barracks, two artillery officers and three or 
four tank officers were seen waiting at the bus stop* 

2. The capacity of the barracks is estimated at one regiment. 

Armoured and Artillery Firing Range 

3. To the east of the above mentioned barracks and immediately 
adjoining the ABASAR - MARKASZ road is a Hungarian tank and artillery 
firing range. The length of the range as measured along the road is 
approximately 2 kms. Halfway along the range there are two stone 
buildings, approximately 10 m. high, .each with an observation tower. 

East and west of this there are two other stone towers, both smaller than 
the one in the centre. The significance of these towers could not be 
determined. There was no firing or training in progress on the range.

1, These are situated on the south-east outskirts of the town 
at No, 55 Kossuth utca (no* 2 on sketch, Appendix A), The entrance is 
guarded by a sentry wearing a black collar-patch with a red border, in the 
middle of which is a tank* The barracks occupy an area of approx* 200 

x 150 m. The following buildings were noticed in the barrack area: 
two 3-storey buildings (each 50 x 10 m)j

In addition, in the northern part of the barrack area there is a building
